Tlie last proposition of the 
Water company was considered in­ 
formally and the council member.s 
present resolved themseive.s into a 
caucus . 
A motion was made to ac­ 
cept the present propoFiition of the 
Water company, namely permit ihe 
company to fill the reservoir with 
water from the river, the city to dis­ 
tribute the same through the city 
mains and collect the revenue there­ 
from and pay the same over to tho 
Water company, provided that every 
ten days during the tenure of this 
agreement (six months) the Water 
company should demonstrate their 
ability to fill the reservoir, which 
amounts to pumping :^',000,000 gal­ 
lons of water in a single day. The 
vote lakiriu uu Miio luotion ctcod lour 
nays. 
Aldermen 
Moore, 
Breckon 
Merrigan and Higgins, and four ayes. 
Aldermen Hall, Lonergan, Bahan and 
Wells. 
The mayor voted with the 
rays and the motion was declared to 
be lost. 
As a result of this motion 
the caucus was about to brea.k up 
without any action when the four nay 
aldermen, rather than fail to reach 
an agreement, compromised the mat­ 
ter with the aye aldermen by agree­ 
ing that an ordinance should 
be 
drawn up providing for the filling 
cf Ihe reservoir every ten days by 
the Water company as an essential 
element in their privilege of furnish­ 
ing water to the city and receiving 
revenue thereof. The four nay alder­ 
men favored a test of this character 
every thirty days during the tenure 
ef the propositoin. which would be 
six tests in all. 


Mayor Widmayer will call a sp^^ci.’! 
meeting of the council for tonightand 
the ordinance, will l)e presented cov- 
frlhg the points agreed upon at the 
conference last night and the Water 
company will be given live days in 
which to accept or re.ject the propo- 
iiitlon.
